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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  8,  1949 

Meeting*  called  to  order  by  the  moderator,  Henry  G. 
Wells,  at  8:15  P.  M. 

Article  1.  It  was  voted  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
be  authorized  to  appoint  all  Town  Officers  for  the  en- 
suing year  not  elected  by  ballot. 

Mr.  Harmon  made  a  motion  that  we  stand  in  respect 
for  the  late  Hon.  William  K.  Davis,  which  was  done. 

Article  2.  Mr.  Foley  asked  if  we  had  a  committee 
to  report  in  regard  to  salaries.  The  moderator  replied  that 
this  report  was  to  be  made  under  Article  19.  As  there 
might  be  other  items  regarding  the  size  of  the  budget  to 
be  changed,  it  was  voted  that  we  defer  action  on  Article 
2  until  the  end  of  the  meeting. 

Article  3.  On  motion  of  Hayden  Cheney  it  was  voted 
that  the  reports  of  the  various  Town  Officers  and  commit- 
tees be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  4.  On  motion  of  Fred  Cust  it  was  voted  that 
the  Town  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 

Article  5.  On  motion  of  Clifford  R.  Bryer  it  was 
voted  to  pass  over  this  Article. 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  raise  $247.05  for  Class  V 
construction  in  order  to  receive  three  times  that  amount 
from  the  state. 

Article  7.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,200.00  for  Tarvia. 

Article  8.  On  motion  of  Hayden  Cheney  it  was  voted 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by 
Tax  Collector's  Deed,  or  through  Old  Age  Assistance. 
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Article  9.  On  motion  of  William  Foley  it  was  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for  repairs  on 
the  Gale  Library. 

Article  10.  In  regard  to  enlarging  and  improving 
Willow  Grove  Cemetery  at  Newton  Junction,  was  ex- 
plained at  length  by  Mr.  Hayden  Cheney.  After  discussion 
by  Mr.  Harmon,  Mr.  Foley,  Mr.  Shaw,  and  Mr.  Bryer  and 
Mr.  Cheney,  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  resolution  as  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Cheney.  In  regard  to  the  committee  of  three 
to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator,  Mr.  Wells  stated  he 
wished  to  give  consideration  to  this  and  would  give  the 
names  to  the  town  clerk  later.  Mr.  Wells  appointed  Hay- 
den E.   Cheney,   Carl  F.   Shaw   and   A.   Ralph  Estabrook. 

Article  11.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Foley  it  was  voted  to 
pass  over  this  article  in  regard  to  telephone  of  Chief  of 
Police. 

Article  12.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Shaw  it  was  voted  to 
change  the  name  of  Railroad  Avenue  at  Newton  Junction 
to  continuance  of  Whittier  Street  to  the  Plaistow  Line. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  tar  the 
road  through  Wilder's  Grove.  It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Foley 
that  we  accept  Article  13  as  it  reads  in  the  warrant.  W. 
Kershaw,  Jr.  inquired  about  the  cost.  Discussion  by  J. 
Marden  and  Raymond  Estabrook.  The  vote  was  amended 
that  we  pass  over  this  Article,  but  it  was  not  carried.  On 
the  original  motion  amended  by  W.  Kershaw,  Jr.  that  the 
town  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000.00  to  use  as  far  as  it 
will  go,  the  amendment  was  adopted.  Then  on  the  original 
motion  as  amended  it  was  a  vote. 

Article  14.  It  was  voted  to  install  one  street  light  in 
front  of  the  Goss  residence  on  Highland  Street  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  same. 

Article  15.  Hayden  Cheney  read  a  resolution  and 
moved    its    adoption    in    regard    to    the    purchase    of   the 
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Hayden  E.  Cheney  property  acquired  by  him  from  the 
School  District,  etc.  Remarks  by  C.  Bryer  that  the  Town 
cannot  buy  property  and  give  it  to  a  private  organization. 
On  motion  of  C.  Bryer  (an  amendment)  it  was  voted  that 
we  pass  over  the  Article.  This  was  questioned  by  Hayden 
Cheney,  who  appealed  from  the  decision,  and  asked  per- 
mission to  speak.  The  ruling  of  the  chair  was  sustained. 

Article  16.  Remarks  were  made  by  Mr.  Harold 
Jillson  in  regard  to  installing  the  "Red  Fire  Alarm  Sys- 
tem." It  was  moved  that  the  article  be  accepted  as 
read.  Remarks  were  made  by  the  fire  chief,  A.  Ralph 
Estabrook  in  regard  to  being  allowed  to  say  what  he  will 
have  for  a  fire  alarm  system.  In  view  of  his  remarks  on 
motion  of  C.  Bryer  it  was  voted  to  pass  over  this  Article. 

Article  17.  Remarks  by  Mr.  R.  Prescott,  who  be- 
lieved we  "could  combine  Articles  17  and  18  in  regard  to 
the  celebration  of  the  Two  Hundredth  Anniversary  next 
August,  and  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Old  Home  Week. 
Mr.  George  Rowe  also  made  remarks.  On  motion  of  R. 
Prescott  it  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  appro- 
priated to  cover  the  two  celebrations. 

In  regard  to  a  committee  for  above,  the  three  se- 
lectmen are  on  this.  Mr.  Marden  was  named  as  chairman, 
but  did  not  wish  to  serve.  It  was  voted  that  Robert  Rowe 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  Celebration  Committee.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  committee  be  still  larger,  and  Mr. 
Gordon  Cheney  was  elected  to  serve.  It  was  suggested 
that  the  naming  of  the  rest  of  this  committee  be  left  to 
the  chairman,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

The  moderator  brought  up  the  matter  of  the  Finance 
Committee  which  should  have  9  members,  and  he  found 
only  three  now  serving  from  the  Central  Village.  Accord- 
ing to  provisions  the  moderator  may  name  members  to  fill 
vacancies,  and  also  the  committee  itself  may  elect  new 
members.  Mr.  Wells  therefore  re-appointed :  Samuel  Boyd, 
Bernard  Churchill  and  Ralph  Bean.  For  the  Lower  Vil- 
lage :  Herbert  E.  Wilbur  for  3  years  and  Clifford  Bryer  for 
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2  years.  For  the  Junction :  Gordon  Cheney  for  3  years  and 
Carl  Shaw  for  2  years.  This  leaves  a  vacancy  of  two,  for 
the  Finance  Committee  to  fill. 

A.  E.  Locke  took  the  chair  while  Mr.  Wells  read 
recommendations  of  the  committee  in  regard  to  changes 
in  officers  salaries.  The  committee  had  checked  duties  of 
the  town  officers,  and  also  checked  with  ten  other  towns 
to  compare  compensations,  and  finally  recommended  that 
the  compensations  being  paid  town  officers  remain  the 
same  until  voted  otherwise.  This  was  a  vote. 

Referring  back  to  Article  2  it  was  voted  that  each 
Article  in  the  budget  be  taken  up  separately. 

Town  Officers  Salaries — It  was  voted  that  the  figure 
in  estimates  for  1949  be  changed  to  $1600.  Next  six  items 
in  the  report  unchanged.  Police  Department — A  motion 
was  made  that  the  Police  Department  be  granted  $100.00 
in  place  of  $300.00.  After  discussion  the  motion  was  with- 
drawn and  $300.00  stands.  It  was  moved  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment estimate  be  increased  from  $1,200.00  to  $2,400.00. 
The  motion  was  defeated.  It  was  voted  to  cut  the  Snow 
Removal  from  $2,000.00  to  $1,000.00.  Other  items  stand 
as  printed.  It  was  then  voted  that  we  adopt  the  budget  as 
it  has  been  changed. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn  at  11  P.  M.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  Newton,  New 
Hampshire : 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report.  This  report 
will  include  supplementary  star!  reports  from  the  Super- 
visor of  Music  Instruction,  the  Supervisor  of  Art  Instruction, 
and  the  Director  of  Health  Services.  This  report  will  cover 
statistical  information  concerning  the  school  year  beginning 
July  1,  1948  and  ending  June  30,  1949,  with  additional  in- 
formation concerning  the  statistics  of  the  schools  from  July 
1,  1949  to  December  31,  1949. 

I     GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  school  enrollment  reached,  a  total  of  132  pupils 
registered  for  1948-49.  During  the  present  year  our  total 
enrollment  shows  141  pupils  enrolled  with  33  enrolled  in 
the  surrounding  high  schools. 

Our  present  teaching  staff  remains  intact,  with  but 
one  exception,  thus  insuring  a  continuity  of  the  same  high 
level  of  instruction  in  which  Newton  has  been  accustomed. 
Mrs.  Rita  Dubrule  replaces  Mrs.  Eva  Thompson  as  our 
Supervisor  of  Music.  Mrs.  Thompson  had  to  curtail  her 
duties  for  reasons  of  health.  Mrs.  Dubrule  comes  to  us  well 
qualified,  having  graduated  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Education  in  Music  from  Lowell  Teachers'  College.

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II     CURRICULUM 

The  general  aims  of  education  for  all  children,  youth, 
and  adults,  give  direction  to  the  development  of  the  school 
curriculum.  It  follows  then,  that  all  school  activities  and 
specific  objectives  should  be  closely  related  to  the  general 
aims  of  education.  An  educational  program  thus  conceived 
provides  opportunity  for  continuous  guidance  throughout 
life. 

Education  should  help  people  control  their  physical 
and  social  environment  and  adjust  themselves  to  it  by  pro- 
viding opportunities  for: 

(1)  Discovering,  developing  to  the  greatest  possible 
extent,  and  utilizing  for  personal  and  social  benefit  the 
unique  abilities  and  talents  of  all  persons. 

(2)  Making  minds  and  bodies  function  as  efficiently 
as  possible. 

(3)  Participating  in  the  activities  of  community 
groups  which  contribute  to  the  general  welfare. 

(4)  Living  wholesomely  and  fully  day  by  day,  so  that 
there  will  be  established  important  habits  of  emotional 
health,  which  will  help  in  later  life  to  choose  and  live 
with  a  mate  and  rear  children,  and  to  earn  and  acquire 

materials  necessary  for  needs  and  comforts. 

A.  Program  of  Studies 

The  Curriculum  implemented  by  our  teaching  force 
and  community  continues  to  strive  for  the  above  mentioned 
ends.  Our  graduates  are  performing  well  in  the  secondary 
schools  they  chose  to  attend. 

B.  Testing  Program 

We  are  beginning  to  feel  the  results  of  our  testing  pro- 
gram in  aiding  our  children  in  areas  of  difficulty.  A  perma- 
nent record  for  each  child  has  been  instituted  so  that  a 
complete  educational,  social  and  mental  history  is  kept  on 
file  during  his  tenure  in  the  schools  of  Newton. 
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C.     Art  and  Music 

Our  fine  Music  Program  continues.  Much  progress  can 
be  seen  in  the  development  of  skills  and  appreciations  thru 
the  medium  of  Art.  This  program  has  been  closely  correlat- 
ed with  the  work  of  the  classroom  and  activities  of  the 
school. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Dubrule  an  operetta  was 
presented.  Both  teachers  and  Mrs.  Dubrule  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  this  performance.  The  7th  and  8th  grades 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Roth  the  Art  Supervisor  and 
Mrs.  Dubrule  are  planning  a  trip  to  Boston,  visiting  Mu- 
seums, Art  Galleries  and  attending  the  Pops  Concert. 

Ill     TEACHERS  AND  INCREASED  ENROLLMENTS 

Newton  is  exceedingly  fortunate  to  have  such  a  strong 
force  of  experienced  teachers  who  daily  are  directing  and 
aiding  pupils  to  develop  their  individual  capacities. 

Enrollments  have  increased  and  along  with  these  in- 
creases are  generally  accepted  concept  as  to  teacher-load 
has  decreased. 

I  believe  it  has  been  established  beyond  reasonable 
doubt  that  the  amount  of  time  available  for  individual  help 
by  the  teacher  decreases  as  the  number  of  pupils  under  her 
charge  increases.

IV  SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY 

The  excellent  school  and  community  relations  continue 
and  I  am  sure  produce  better  educational  and  community 
opportunities  for  our  youth.  The  boys  and  girls  are  indeed 
fortunate  to  be  reared  in  a  community  which  is  character- 
ized by  this  teamwork. 

A.     Parent  Teacher  Association 

This  organization  continues  to  contribute  its 
efforts  and  resources  to  the  end  that  Newton  schools 
serve  its  youth  well.  The  Hot  Lunch  Program  spon- 
sored by  the  Parent  Teacher  Association  and  aided  by 
the  town  appropriation  of  money  has  continued  to  en- 
large its  program  and  efficiency  to  the  end  that  many 
children  are  served  and  helped  to  develop  good  nutri- 
tional habits. 

V  MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIR 

The  present  school  buildings  have  been  kept  in  repair. 
Modern  toilets  and  lights  were  installed  in  the  Rowe's  Cor- 
ner School.  These  facilities  have  long  been  needed  as  a 
health  measure  alone.  New  desks  for  the  first  and  second 
grade  room  have  been  purchased  and  this  policy  allowed 
us  to  use  the  first  grade  desks  as  replacements  for  extra 
enrollments  in  Grades  two,  three  and  four.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  re-roof  part  of  the  Village  School  this  year. 

VI  RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  CONCLUSIONS 

A.     Teachers 

We  are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  maintain  our  pres- 
ent staff  of  teachers.  We  are  still  below  the  State 
average  in  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries.   Replace- 
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ments  during  this  period  of  teacher  shortage  would  be> 
most  difficult.

B.  Enrollments 

If  present  enrollment  increases  continue,  Newton 
will  need  to  make  some  definite  decisions  regarding 
school  housing.  In  my  opinion  the  following  points 
should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  planning:

The  State  recommends  teacher  load  not  to  ex- 
ceed 30  pupils.  Using  the  35  pupils  per  teacher  figure^ 
the  above  tables  would  indicate  a  need  for  an  extra 
teacher  in  1951-52,  as  well  as  extra  space  to  house 
both  pupils  and  teacher. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  have 
a  preliminary  survey  made  of  present  plans  and  costs 
of  a  program  which  will  serve  the  needs  of  the  com- 
munity. There  is  already  a  Survey  Committee  appoint- 
ed for  this  purpose. 

C.  Finances

I  am  pleased  to  make  my  first  report  of  my  work  as 
Supervisor  of  Music  in  Newton,  N.  H. 

In  working  to  accomplish  the  aims  of  music  I  have 
tried  to  present  a  varied  and  interesting  program  which 
will  correlate  with  the  work  of  the  teacher. 

This  consists  of  rote  singing,  rhythm  bands,  listening 
periods,  dramatizing,  creating,  and  other  activities,  for  the 
primary  grades. 

The  program  in  the  intermediate  grades  consists  of 
music  reading,  folk  dancing,  singing  in  rounds  and  canon, 
rhythmical  activities,  folk  dancing,  singing  games,  creative 
activities  and  some  beginning  study  of  instruments  and  the 
symphony. 

In  the  Junior  High  subject  matter  and  procedure  must 
minister  to  the  physical,  emotional,  and  intellectual  condi- 
tions of  adolescent  years,  and  children  should  realize  music 
as  a  means  of  expression.  Vocal  music,  group  and  individual 
performing,  games,  social  and  folk  dancing,  appreciation 
periods  are  all  a  part  of  the  Junior  High  program. 

A  successful  Music  Festival  was  presented  by  the 
schools  on  the  night  of  December  16  in  the  Newton  Town 
Hall.    It  was  well  received. 

In  closing  may  I  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Grandy,  the 
School  Committee,  and  the  teachers  who  have  helped  so 
much.

To  Mr.  L.  Munro  Grandy,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  concerning  the  art  activ- 
ities and  instruction  in  Newton. 

The  art  program  is  now  in  its  third  year,  and  since  its 
introduction  in  Newton  has  come  a  long  way.  With  a  foun- 
dation of  fundamentals  laid  last  year,  the  results  of  the 
effort  of  such  a  program  are  making  their  appearance  in  the 
classrooms.  A  similar  program  of  fundamentals  of  lettering, 
color,  design,  figure  drawing,  clay  modelling  and  seasonal 
decorations  is  being  continued  this  year  in  the  schools. 

There  are  no  new  mediums  being  introduced  this  year.. 

A  representative  from  the  Milton  Bradley  Company 
in  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  demonstrated  finger  paint- 
ing in  May.   Examples  were  left  at  the  schools. 

The  Christmas  story  was  painted  on  the  windows  at 
the  front  of  the  Village  School.  At  Easter  a  stained  glass, 
window  was  painted  at  the  same  school. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  made  the  decorations 
for  the  hall  for  the  operetta  in  December.  The  Indian 
blankets  were  sponsored  by  the  Art  Departmnt,  also,  for 
the  operetta. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  in- 
creased interest  and  splendid  cooperation.
